A 
few days ago we received the caravels of Colum- 
bus in simulation of that great event which 
opened this new world to humanity. That recep- 
tion need not detract from the glory of Norwszy, 
which 500 years before had discovered America, 
but humanity was not yet ready for its 
settlement. [Applause.] The glories of the two 
enterprises will not conflict one with the other.

Slow Working Clearing Away the Debris— 
Inspecting Other Baildings. 

The clearing away of the wreck of the dis- 
astrous fire of last Monday in the Cold-Stor- 
age Building did not progress rapidly yester- 
day. There were no further attempts made 
to find bodies in the ruins, though the number 
of missing is net accounted for by three ber- 
sons. In the morning a dozen men were put 
to work at the south end hauling out timbers 
and cutting away the twisted iron pipes, but 
before noon they were taken off and for two 
hours nothing was done.

SHALL THE FAIR BE OPEN SUNDAYS! 

The question whether the Fair shall be 
opened Sundays is now in a position where it 
can be considered by the directors purely 
from a business point of view, unembarrassed 
by the intervention of the government, 
of clericals, or of fanatics. If they conclude 


that can stop them from keeping it open. If 
they conclude that the people do not want to 
come they can shut it. It is for the directors 
to decide this and also to decide before com- 
ing to a final conclusion whether it is not bet- 
ter to offer the working people a half fare, al- 
though, as a matter of fact, even with half 
the exhibits closed Sunday there is ten times 
more than any man’s legs can get to or any 
man’s eyes look at in one day. 

The National Commission by a vote of 54 
to 6, a majority of the whole body, has passed 
a resolution which, in effect; declares that 
Sunday opening has not been indorsed by its 
members and that itis in violation of the 
ru'e adopted by the commission. This puts 
the commission on record so fat as its own 
rule is concerned, but it is neither here nor 
there so far asthe action of the directors is 
concerned. They are free to do as they please 
without reference to the commission, to the 
action of Congress, or the false accusations of 
Sunday closing fanatics. These latter have 
iterated and reiterated their charges of bad 
faith against the directors for accepting the 
five millions of souvenir half dollars and 
then opening the gates Sundays, but they 
conveniently have ignored the fact that Con- 
gress violated the contract by withdrawing 
$530,000 of this sum. They conceal the 
fact that if Congress had not been guilty of 
bad faith the directors would not have sought 
to open the gates. They already had agreed 
to keep them shut and submit to the dictation 
of certain churches and to submit even to the 
efforts of the malignant and parsimonious 
Democratic majority in Congress to render 
the Fair as much of a failure as possible with- 
out bringing down public condemnation too 
heavily upon the heads of the men who 
steadily voted against the interests of the 
Fair and sought to make it only a Chicago 
show, | 

Having shut the gates as a condition of re- 
ceiving $2,500,000 coined out of battered, 
undvailabie silver lying idle in the Tréasury, 
Congress filched away nearly a quarter of 
this amount, which already had been appro- 
priated for building purposes. This act of 
bad faith on the part of a Democratic Con ; 
gress was one of the bitterest embarrassments 
the directors have had to meet,.

WHAT ARE THEIR RIGHTS! 

In his opening address to the mass-meeting 
at Denver, President Merrick of the State 
Silver League said: We ask for justice, for 
our rights. We will accept nothing less. The 
pioneers of Colorado have had their contract 
violated,” etc. Naturally the reader of this 
demand will ask what these fellows want. 
What are they bawling for? They demand 
justice and their rights.“ What do they 
mean by that? Why do they employ such 
vague phraseology and set their eyes in a 
fine frenzy rolling’? Of what rights are they 
deprived? What injustice have they to com- 
plain of? 

Is it free coinage of silver” at a ratio of 
16 to 1 they want? Is that one of their 
rights? If so, how did they acquire it? Did 
they get it by inheritance or by conquest? Is 
it one of their rights to debase the money 
standard of sixty-six millions of people, and 
to destroy half the value of their moneys and 
credits, amounting to many billions of dol- 
lars, in order to placate a few cranks in 
Colorado? Does justice ti that State or any 
of its inhabitants require such a tremendous 
sacrifice? Has that handful of people any 
rights in their silver mines that entitle them 
to impoverish a great Nation? . 

These brawlers have not the assurance to 
even name what they want. The only intima- 
tion that comes by telegraph in regard to 


their demand is contained in the communica- 


tion accompanying a check from certain 
„ bankers.“ It said: We favor the use of 
silver as money, and that it be freely coined 
with gold at the present ratio of 16 to 1.” 
Surely it is needless to state the first proposi- 
tion when the National Treasury is loaded 
down with silver dollars which the people do 
not want in circulation, and they ought to 
have sufficient sense to know that bimetallic 
coinage on the terms named is an impossibil- 
ity. If that is what they want, and if they 
will be content with nothing less, at least they 
should say so and stop their bluster while 
stating the demand in plain American lan- 
guage which all can understand. 

It may be presumed this free coinage of 55 
cents’ worth of silver into a coin to be called 
a dollar is what they want, but never yet have 
they stated or shown how a debased silver 
monometallic currency worth 50 or 60 per 
cent of real dollars would benefit the inhab- 
itants of Colorado, to say nothing of the vast 
pecuniary loss the change would entail on all 
the rest of the people. They make a furious 
clatter and threaten wildly, but explain noth- 
ing. They have not shown they have any 
right to the thing claimed, or that it would 
benefit them if conceded. They talk about 
going to war for something to which they 
have not the shadow of a right,“ and which 
for anything they have shown to the contrary 
would not advantage them a single iota. 


CHEAP RATES TO THE FAIR. 

At last the trunk line Presidents have 
agreed on making a substantial reduction on 
rates of transportation to and from the 
World’s Fair. A ticket to Chicago and back, 
good for ten days, will cost from $17 to $20, 
according to the route chosen, the lowest rate 
being by what many people regard as the 
least attractive lines of travel. On and after 
July 24, a week from next Monday, two 
trains will de run on each line—Monday, 
Tuesday, Wednesday, and Saturday—for the 
people who wish to travel at the reduced 
rates. These trains will not include sleeping 
or dining cars, will not make the run in less 
than thirty hours, and the tickets will not 
give the right to stop over,” and the return 
halves may not be used after ten days. 

Practically these figures are about 30 per 
cent of the cheapest regular rates of travel, 
which are $28 over the New York, Ontario 
and Western and $32 by the Pennsylvania 
and New York Central, all exclusive of sleep- 
ing accommodations, They are less than was 
generally expected. Now it should be in 
order for the managers of the Western lines 
to reconsider their action and the whirligig of 
time is bringing round conditions which will 
make it exceedingly inconvenient not to do 
60. The dates for holding various State and 
county fairs are near at hand. It always has 
been the rule to grant reduced rates to people 
wishing to attend these gatherings, the fares 
being put down to not more than one anda 
quarter and often to one single fare for the 
round trip. If they pursue this policy the 
present year, while insisting on much higher 
rates to and from the Fair, the railroad man- 
agers will find themselves in a very awkward 
position, and not less so if they make the 
rates for these minor gatherings higher than 
in former years for the sake of “ consistency." 
In the latter case the whole farming commun- 
ity will be don on them” to an extent 
that may prove decidedly unpleasant. In the 
other case they would openly and deliberately

Therefore it is not desirable to passa bill 
which says simply that “ the act of July 14, 
1890, etc., is hereby ropealed. Such a bill 
would not revive the Bland law, but it would 
cast a cloud on the outstanding Treasury 
notes, and would strike out the declaration 
about maintaining the parity of the two met- 
als. All that is wanted by those who demand 
the “‘ repeal of the Sherman law” will be ac- 
complished by an act 

That so much of the act ot July 14, 1890, en- 
titled “an act directing the purchase of silver 
bullion and the issue of Treasury notas thereon 
and for other purposes,” as requires the monthly 
purchase of 4,500,000 ouneés of silver bullion 


and the issue of Treasury notes in payment 
thereof is hereby repealed, 


If that is done and nothing more the present 
fears of a drop to a 66-cent silver dollar 
through the workings of the Sherman law will 
be dispelled.

WANTS TO SECURE FIRE-ESCAPES. 


Commissioner Toolen’s Effort to Have 
Them at Chicago University. 

Building Commissioner Toolen is after the 
directors of the Chicago University with a 
sharp stick. On the grounds of the university 
there are many buildings, the pride of Henry 
Ives Cobb, the architect who designed them. 
The Building Commissioner thinks that under 
the new building ordinance these buildings, 
which contain many hundred students, should 
be provided with fire-escapes. Mr. Cobb says 
they ehall not be marred by hideous escapes 
on the outside of the building. The directors, 
too — slow to decide to mar the architect- 
ural uty of the halis by the addition of fire- 
escapes.

Some advance the same 
plea as does Mr. Cobb, others say there is no 
need for escapes, and others declare they 
have not the money to place them. We use 
every possible argument to have the provis- 
ion of the ordinance obeyed, So far we have 
not had to invoke the power of the law, but 
we will if it becomiés necessary.” N 


PROTECTION AGAINST SMALLPOX, 


Street and Sewer Department Working at 
Clearing Up Bad Places. 

Since the discovery of three cases of small- 
pox on Daughton street Supt. McCarthy of 
the Street Department has had several men 
at work there sprinkling lime in the gutters 
and ditches, and Supt. Cheney of the Sewer 
Department has had men at work lowering 
the catch-basins so that water in the ditches 
micht run into them. The work was under- 
taken at the request of the Health Depart- 
ment. 

% While we did not think the smallpox 
cases broke out on account of the unsanitary 
matter in the ditches, left there because the 
drainage was not properly laid out, still we 
see in such a condition a fruitful source of 
other diseases and therefore asked the two 
city departments to give what remedy they 
could,” said Dr. Garrett. 

The four smallpox patients at the pesthouse 
were doing well last night. The boy was in 
the worst condition of all and the woman who 
was removed from the County Hospital Tues- 
day was quite sick. Vaccination among the 
residents of the districts from which they 
were taken and at the McOormick reaper 
works, where the men worked, was continued 
yesterday.

The Central Traffic Association to the 
Grand Army Encampment. 

The Central Traffic Association yesterday 
took action in regard to rates for 
the Grand Army Encampment at In- 
diunapolis which will be likely to 
prove rather embarrassing to the rail- 
road men who are arguing that half-fare rates 
are lower than the companies can afford.

One passenger agent 
took the ground that it was no one’s business 
how low rates they made to the Grand Army 
Encampment. railroads owed the Grand 
Army something, he said, but instead of their 
owing the Worid's Fair anything the indebt- 
edness was all on the r side,
